Mr. Ceaude 
bad 
many 


years ago made a deed to tbe Bishop 
for his lot, and that tbe Bishop claim- 
ed that he bad enclosed 
the Bernard 


lot with his fence, under a parol 
li- 


cense or grant* from Mr. Bernard.'' 
Yet this man Bernard 
asserts 
ten 


years 
after that 
he did not own tbe 


property. 
But, if such 
a thing were 


pOMdble, 
this 
man 
BERNARD 
lias 


placed himself in a still more equivo- 
cal position. 
He says that in 1872 " I 


told Mr. 
1>i;ai'i>itY 1 had no claim t<> 


the tract, but 
would 
transfer my in- 


terest to him." 
This sounds strange! 


coming from an honest 
man who had 


given the BlSfcop 
a parol title to the 


lot years before. 
This is the man, this 


Bernard?

that carried away his life was heart 
disease. 
His father also died in a sim- 
ilarlysudden manner; 
going to bed at 


night in apparently the fullpossession 
of his usual bodily vigor and health, 
and expiring with hardly a moment's 
warning of sickness. 


Tiie deceased 
was born in Now.Jer- 


sey 
in 179)). 
He came 
to California 


in 1849, having 
been 
one of the pas- 


sengers 
on the ship 
Susan 
B. Owens. 


He was a prominent man in the early 
political history of the State. 
He was 


elected 
the first 
Superintendent 
of 


Public Instruction in the state, repre- 
sented Tuolumne in the State Senate 
in 1851-2, the year the Capitol was lo- 
cated 
at 
Vallejo. 
Other 
positions 


which be hail held we have not time 
here to mention. 
He settled at Boni- 


eia in 1852, where ho lived a number 
of years. 
He afterward 
removed 
to 


Washington Territoryand from thence 
came to Vallejo, where he lived to the 
time of his death. 
It had 
been his 


frequently expressed 
Wish to have his 


remains interred 
at Benicia, by the 


side of his former wife, and the desire 
willhe gratilied by those
